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Gubernatorial  hopefuls 
court  public  employees

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Utah’s 
two  gubernatorial  candidates 
courted  representatives  of  the 
Utah  Public  Employees  Associa¬ 
tion  Thursday  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
hoping  to  gain  momentum  as  the 
battle  for  the  governor’s  scat 
grows  more  intense. 

The  UPEA  has  endorsed  both’ 
candidat  es  but  the  audience  did  not 
seem  as  neutral  as  Republican 
Norman  Bangcrter  spoke  uninter¬ 
rupted  while  Democrat  Wayne 
Owens  was  greeted  by  enthusias¬ 
tic  applause  several  times. 

Both  candidates  addressed 
issues  of  concern  to  public  em¬ 
ployees  such  as  comparable  pay 
and  state  economic  growth. 

“I’m  committed  to  thc'positionof 
equity  for  public  employees," 
Bangcrter  said.  "I  believe  that 
should  absolutely  be  our  objective, 
that  your  salaries  are  comparable 
to  those  received  in  the  private 
sector." 

Owens  agreed,  saying,  “I  will 
not  balance  the  budget  on  the 
backs  of  public  employees.” 

Bangerter  told  the  employees  he 
expected  them  to  make  decisions  in 
their  respective  departments.  ”1 
think  the  worst  thing  that  can  hap- 
pon  in  any  organization,  and  that 
includes  the  government,  is  to 
have  the  feeling  that  all  decisions 
must  go  up  to  the  top.  If  you  can't 
make  decisions  then  we'll  want  to 
fire  you." 

The  Republican  hopeful  said  it 
was  important  that  the  public  em¬ 
ployees  realize  “We  are  ina  state  of

flux.  Things  are  a  little  uncertain  in 
the  upper  echelon  of  the  state  gov¬ 
ernment." 

Bangerter  said  that  uncertainty 
will  not  last,  however,  since  Gov. 
Scott  Matheson  is  committed  to  a 
smooth  transition  of  power  follow¬ 
ing  the  election. 

Owens  announced  to  the  dele¬ 
gates  that  if  he  is  elected  he  will 
pursue  the  development  of  govern¬ 
ment-sponsored  day  care  facilities 
for  the  children  of  public  em¬ 
ployees. 

"I  think  it  is  lime  in  this  state 
that  we  quit  harnessing  working 
mothers  and  realize  that  .>1  per¬ 
cent  of  married  women  work  and 
that  they  have  109,0(10  minor  chil¬ 
dren  of  which  only  14.000  are  in 
appropriately  licensed  day  care 
centers,"  he  said. 

Owens  called  economic  develop¬

ment  the  number  one  priority  of 
state  government.  "Only  by  pro¬ 
viding  economic  growth  can  any 
governor  hope  to  move  to  solve  the 
other  problems  which  we  have  in 
this  state,  which  demand  signifi¬ 
cant  economic  resources.” 

The  state's  need  for  economic 
growth  should  not  outweigh  en¬ 
vironmental  considerations, 
however,  he  said.  "If  we  sacrifice 
the  quality  of  life  in  the  name  of 
economic  development  we  will 
have  done  ourselves  and  our  chil¬ 
dren  a  great  disservice.” 

The  Democrat  candidate  told  the 
group  he  was  not  just  flattering 
them  when  he  said,  "I  believe  the 
public  employees  arc  obviously  the 
state's  greatest  asset,  and  how 
well  they  preform  depends  on  how- 
well  we  implement  public  policy 
and  how  well  we  sen  e  the  public." 


Gromyko  harsh 
on  U.S.  in  speech 


UNITED  NATIONS  (UPD  — 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei 
Gromyko  said  Thursday  American 
foreign  policy  had  been  taken  over  by 
militarists  bent  on  destroying  U.S.- 
Sovict  relations  and  set  the  stage  for  a 
chilly  meeting  with  President 
Reagan. 

Gromyko,  in  an  unrelentingly 
tough  speech  before  the  U.N.  Gener¬ 
al  Assembly  a  day  before  his  meeting 
with  Reagan,  accused  Washington  of 
sponsoring  state  terrorism  and  seek¬ 
ing  military  superiority  over  the 
Soviet  Union  through  a  buildup  in 

nuclear  weapons. 

"All  we  hear  is  that  strength, 
strength  and  above  all  strength  is  the 

Siarantee  of  international  peace." 

romyko  said  of  the  Reagan  adminis¬ 
tration.  “In  other  wools  —  weapons, 
weapons  and  still  more  weapons." 

“The  tug-of-war  between  the 
groups  that  determine  U.S.  foreign 
policy  has  been  won  by  the  miliiaristi- 
cally  minded,"  he  said.  “They  attempt 
to  devalue  the  existing  Soviot- 
American  accords  by  wrecking  what 
has  been  achieved  earlier  through 
long  and  painstaking  work  on  both 
sides." 

“Statements  are  being  made  al  the 
highest  official  levels  that  the  United 
States  is  within  its  right  to  deliver  a 
first  nuclear  strike,  that  is  to  say  to 
unleash  a  nuclear  war,”  Gromyko 
said. 

Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz, 


who  sat  silently  through  Gromyko's 
75  minute  speech,  said  later  he  was 
"disappointed"  with  what  he  said 
were  tne  Soviet  foreign  minister's 
"distortions." 

Shultz  then  left  for  Washington  for 
a  series  of  meetings  in  preparation  for 
eagan's  White  House  meeting  with 
Gromyko  on  Friday. 

U.S.  officials  said  there  was  no  re¬ 
consideration  being  given  to  the  sche¬ 
duled  encounter. 

“It  was  tough  but  not  surprising,"  a 
senior  U.S.  official  told  reporters  af¬ 
ter  the  speech. 

In  his  speech,  Gromyko  made  two 
specific  proposals  for  resolutions  to  be 
enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  — 
one  reserving  outer  space  exclusively 
for  peaceful  uses,  and  the  other  ban¬ 
ning  "state  terrorism." 

As  examples  of  such  terrorism, 
Gromyko  cited  the  U.S.  invasion  of 
“tiny  Grenada  which  dared  to  assert 
its  sovereignty."  and  Nicaragua, 
whose  people  "are  heroically  resisting 
in  the  face  of  an  undeclared  war  orga¬ 
nized  by  Washington." 

U.S.  officials  said  they  would  have 
no  specific  comment  on  the  proposals 

"It  is  sad  and  disappointing  that 
Mr.  Gromyko  should  give  us  yet 
another  misrepresentation  of  history 
and  distortion  of  the  role  of  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  —  the  peaceful  and  con¬ 
structive  role  of  the  United  States  — 
in  world  affairs."  Shultz  told  repor¬ 
ters  as  he  left  the  assembly  hall. 


“We  can  only  say,  as  the  president 
did  on  Monday,  that  we  will  try,  and 
try  again,  to  bring  forth  a  more  con¬ 
structive  relationship  with  the  Soviet 
Union."  Shultz  said. 

Reagan,  in  his  U.N.  address  Mon¬ 
day,  called  fora  constructive  dialogue 
with  the  Soviets,  and  U.S.  officials 
described  Wednesday's  private  meet¬ 
ing  between  Gromyko  and  Shultz  as 
“a  good  start." 

In  an  apparent  reference  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan's  recent  statements  that 
the  United  States  does  not  accept  the 
Yalta  Agreements  dividing  up  East¬ 
ern  and  Western  Europe,  as  sacro¬ 
sanct,  Gromyko  said,  "We  would  cau¬ 
tion  against  yielding  to  this  danger¬ 
ous  psychosis  and  are  calling  for  so¬ 
ber-mindedness.  Noonc  has  the  right 
to  disrupt  what  has  not  merely  come 
.  to  be  pillars  of  international  law,  but 
was  born  of  innumerable  sacrifices 
during  the  last  world  war." 

Gromyko  said  the  Soviet  Union  re¬ 
mained  ready-  to  reduce  ami  finally 
eliminate  nuclear  weapons,  but  he 
made  no  new  specific  proposals  for 
doing  so. 

The  Soviet  foreign  minister  was  to 
meet  late  Thursday  afternoon  with 
Democratic  presidential  candidate 
Walter  Mondale  and  to  fly  to 
Washington  early  Friday  for  the 
meeting  with  Reagan. 

U.S.  officials  said  they  had  been 
told  that  Gromyko  plans  to  leave  the 
United  States  on  Saturday  for 
Moscow.

Broker  guilty  of  fraud

A  Provo  man  was  found  guilty  Mon¬ 
day  oti  eight  counts  of  theft  in  a  1979 
condominium  project  after  a  six-day 
trial  and  five-hour  jury  deliberation. 

Phillip  Snyder,  a  land  developer 
anu  real  estate  broker,  was  charged 
by  four  of  the  project  investors  for 
fraudulent  use  of  money  in  the  Tem¬ 
ple  Hills  Condominium  Project. 

He  will  be  sentenced  on  Oct.  19  by- 
Judge  George  E.  Ballif  of  Utah  Coun¬ 
ty's  4th  District  Court. 

The  guilty  verdict  was  reached  de¬ 
spite  the  reminder  of  defense  attor¬ 


ney  Gilbert  D.  Athay  to  jurors  that 
they  must  have  "an  abiding  convic¬ 
tion"  in  order  to  find  Snyder  guilty. 
He  said  that  conviction  and  certainty 
must  be  felt  within  their,  souls. 

Athay  also  told  the  jurors  in  his 
closing  statement  that  feeling  sorry 
for  the  alleged  victims  did  not  make 
his  defendant  guilty.  "A  man's  liberty 
Is  at  stake,"  he  stated. 

Steven  B.  Killpack,  attorney  for 
Utah  County,  told  the  jurors  to  use 
common  sense  in  their  final  delibera¬ 
tions  by  putting  themselves  on  both 
sides.  Snyder,  he  said,  stole  the 
money  from  the  investors  by  not  put¬ 
ting  it  all  into  the  Temple  Hills  Con¬ 
dominium  Project  as  ho  said  he 


would.  The  crime  was  committed,  he 
continued,  before  the  project  failed. 

Killpack  said  '.he  money  intended 
for  the  condominium  project  was 
spent  on  other  personal-  Investments 
including  a  mine,  a  Jaguar,  a  BYU 
Cougar  Club  membefship  and  other 
land  investments. 

Investors  were  induced,  said  Kill- 
pack,  stating  that  among  the  induce¬ 
ments  was  a  false  claim  by  Snyder  he 
was  worth  $4  million.  His  being  "a 
good  Mormon"  was  also  an  induce¬ 
ment,  said  Killpack. 

The  project  was  to  be  located  on  347 
E.  2200  North,  less  than  a  mile  from 
the  Provo  Temple. 


Tells  steel  workers  Reagan  forgot  them 


CLEVELAND  (UPli  —  Walter 
Mondale,  saying  he’s  “mad  ...  and 
not  going  to  take  any  more  of  it,”  told 
cheering  steel  workers  Wednesday 
that  President  Reagan  wants  a  “un- 
ion-free  environment." 

Striving  to  instill  fire  into  his  cam¬ 
paign,  Mondale  said  Reagan  (Turned 
his  back"  on  the  ailing  steel  industry, 
despite  1980  campaign  pledges  to 
help. 

“He  forgot  you,  now  it's  your  turn 
to  forget  him,"  Mondale  said. 

Mondale  delivered  a  feisty  40- 
minute  address  to  3.100  delegates  at 
the  United  Steelworkers  Union  bien¬ 
nial  convention.  He  was  interrupted 
18  limes  by  applause  and  loud  cheers 
of  “We  Want  Fritz!"  Supporters  wore 
blue  T-shirts  saying  “Get  Reagan  Off 


Your  Back." 

Following  the  speech.  Mondale  left 
for  New  York,  where  he  meets 
Thursday  with  Soviet  Foreign  Minis¬ 
ter  Andrei  Gromyko,  a  day  before  the 
veteran  Soviet  diplomat  meets  with 

Reagan  at  the  White  House. 

“I'm  mad,”  Mondale  said  in  his 
address.  “We're  mad  because  they’re 
trying  to  trivalize  this  election." 

“Let’s  have  alight,"  said  Mondale, 
who  entered  the  convention  hall  to 
the  theme  song  from  “Rocky,"  a 
movie  about  an  underdog  prizefigh¬ 
ter.  “Let's  take  it  to  'em  ....  Let’s 
point  out  what’s  really  going  on  and 
let’s  win  this  election. 

"We're  mad  because  of  what  the 
have  done  to  us,"  Mondale  said.  "This 
is  our  country  and  we're  not  going  to 


take  anymore  of  it.”  Monadale  said 
the  administration  seems  “to  think 
this  nation  needs  a  union-free  en¬ 
vironment.  I  think  this  nation  needs 
free  unions." 

Mondale’s  plan  to  revive  the  steel 
industry  would,  restrict  imports  to  17 
percent  of  the  domestic  market  for 
five  years  in  exchange  for  manage¬ 
ment  and  labor  agreeing  to  recycle 
profits  into  new  plants  and  restrict 
price  increases. 

Reagan  decided  last  week  against 
imposing  quotas  limiting  steel  im¬ 
ports.  He  said  a  combination  of  volun¬ 
tary  restraints  by  foreign  suppliers 
with  the  promise  of  tough  action  to 
follow  could  reduce  the  percentage  of 
imports  from  the  current  26  percent 
level  to  18.5  percent. 


Spider  bite  reactions  increase

In  the  last  month  Orem  Community 
Hospital  has  li'calcd  three  women  and  two 
children  for  black  widow  snider  bites, 
according  to  Debra  Long  of  OCH. 

"This  year  there  have  been  more  reac¬ 
tions  reported  from  the  spider  bites,  but 
the  Poison  Control  Center  does  not  know- 
why,"  Long  said . 

Black  widows  will  bite  if  caught  in  clo¬ 
thing,  but  if  disturbed  they  will  usually  tiy 
to  hide.  The  spider's  shapeless  web  is 
encrally  found  in  buildings  away  from  the 
ouse  such  as  barns  and  sheds.  The  most 
common  location  the  spider  bites  are  re¬ 
ceived  is  in  the  lower  extremities,  Long 
said. 

Recovery  time,  when  there  are  no  eom- 
lications,  is  typically  between  10  and  40 
ours,  she  said. 

The  very  young  and  old.  or  people  with

previous  conditions  that  cause  complica¬ 
tions,  are  generally  the  ones  with  the 
greatest  risk  involved,  according  to  Mary 
Ballard,  nursing  manager  for  emergency 
services  at  the  hospital. 

"The  spider's  bite  is  rarely  fatal,  but 
there  is  pain  along  with  local  redness  and 
stinging,”  Long  said. 

Several  people  have  been  admitted  to 


the  hospital  complaining  about  muscle 
spasms  resulting  from  the  bite,  which 
affects  the  central  nerv  ous  system.  Typi¬ 
cally  the  symptoms  surface  one  to  three 
hours  after  the  bite.  Ballard  said. 

No  deaths  have  been  reported  in  the  last 
10  years  for  people  over  50  pounds, 
according  to  the  University  of  Utah 
Poison  Control  Center.  Recommendations 
for  action,  depending  upon  the  severity  of 
the  bite,  are  given  to  people  who  call  the 
center. 

1 1  is  helpful  if  the  spider  is  caught  and 
taken  with  the  victim  to  the  emergency 
room  in  order  to  determine  whether  it  is  a 
black  widow.  Long  said. 

The  recluse,  which  resembles  the  black 
widow,  has  a  violin-shaped  design  on  the 
backside,  while  blifck  widows  have  a  red  or 
yellow  mark  in  an  hour-glass  shape  on  the 
underside. 

I  instead  of  affecting  the  nervous  system, 
the  recluse  bite  kills  the  tissue  immediate¬ 
ly  around  the  area.

Chernenko 
wants  stronger 
Soviet  defense 

MOSCOW  (UPD  —  President  Konstantin  Cher¬ 
nenko  Thursday  said  the  Soviet  Union  should 
strengthen  its  defenses  to  guard  against  a  possible 
third  world  war  in  an  address  that  closely  hewed  to 
Moscow’s  hard  line. 

The  Soviet  leader's  comments  came  just  hours 
before  Foreign  Minister  Andrei  Gromyko  sharply 
criticized  the  United  States,  telling  the  U.N. 
General  Assembly  that  Washington  considered  it 
within  its  rights  "to  deliver  a  first  nuclear  strike, 

that  is  to  say  unleash  a  nuclear  war." 

Chernenko  delivered  a  softer  version  of  the  same 
theme  during  a  Kremlin  ceremony  in  which  De¬ 
fense  Minister  Dmity  Ustinov  presented  him  with 
two  of  the  nation's  highest  awards  —  the  Order  of 
Lenin  and  the  Hammer  and  Sickle. 

“We  should  work  in  a  better  organized  manner 
and  with  more  dedication  than  ever,  constantly  to 
be  vigilant .  to  strengthen  the  defenses  of  the  coun¬ 
try  in  every  way,  and  to  do  everything  possible  to 
leken  the  war  threat,"  Chernenko  said. 

Chernenko  said  socialist  countries  should  work 
together  toward  that  end. 

“The  point  is  a  rebuff  to  the  plans  of  the  aggres¬ 
sive  imperialist  forces,  the  instigators  of  another 
world  war,"  he  said. 

Allhough  Chernenko  did  not  refer  directly  to  the 
United  States,  .the  speech,  together  with  Gromy¬ 
ko’s  scathing  attack  on  Washington,  further  dim¬ 
med  hopes  that  President  Reagan's  scheduled 
meeting  with  Gromyko  Friday  would  produce  a 
breakthrough  in  U.S. -Soviet  relations.

Spectacular  accident

A  blue  Ford  Fiesta  spun  around  and  flipped 
over  after  being  hit  by  a  white  Oldsmobile  Delta 
88  near  the  intersection  of  University  Avenue 
and  University  Parkway  Thursday  mght,  said 
Officer  Brian  Nichols  of  tne  Provo  Polka  Depart¬ 
ment 

Two  of  the  three  passengers  in  the  Fiesta, 
Craig  and  Joyce  Irishman,  were  taken  to  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center  and  released 
with  minor  injuries,  said  Elaine  Doxey,  a  hospit¬ 
al  nursing  sujiervisor. 

The  third  passenger,  Robert  Kennington,  and 
the  two  passengers  of  the  Oldsmobile  received 

minor  cuts  and  scratches.  The  Leiahmans  and 
Kennington  arc  students  at  Utah  Technical  Col¬ 
lege  at  Provo. 


The  northbound  Oldsmobile,  driven  by  a  15- 
vear  old  female,  turned  into  the  meridian  after  its 
brakes  failed,  according  to  tlie  police  report.  The 
unlicensed  juvenile  expected  the  meridian  to 
stop  the  car,  according  to  the  report ,  but  the  car 
went  over  it  instead. 

Kendall  Jones,  18,  also  in  the  Oldsmobile,  and 
the  juvenile  switched  seats  after  the  accident 
occurred  but  later  admitted  the  switch  to  police. 

Southbound  traffic  was  blocked  off  for  almost 
an  hour  while  police  examined  and  cleared  the 
area.  Police  reports  were  filled  out  by  several 
eyewitnesses. 

The  Irishman's  Ford  was  totalled  while  the 
Oldsmobile  incurred  a  couple  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  damage,  according  to  Nichols.  The

Twin  recovering 
from  7th  surgery 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  —  A  separated 
Siamese  twin  recovering  from  spinal  meningitis 
was  wheeled  into  the  operating  room  Thursday  for 
her  seventh  surgery  —  an  operation  to  adjust  skin 
flaps  on  the  top  of  her  head. 

An  infant,  only  identified  as  Ashley,  tdday 
underwent  an  operation  similar  to  one  performed 
Wednesday  on  her  twin,  Patricia.  The  babies’  last 
names  are  being  withheld  to  protect  the  privacy  of 
their  parents. 

The  6Vi-month-o!d  twins,  who  were  borh  joined 
at  the  tops  of  their  heads  last  March,  were  sepa¬ 
rated  in  a  painstaking  31-hour  operation  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  Medical  Center  Sept.14. 

"They're  adjusting,  revising  arid  replacing  skin 
grafts"  done  at  the  time  of  the  separation  surgery, 
said  University  of  Utah  Medical  Center  John 
.Dwan. 

He  said  littie  Ashley  is  responding  well  to  anti¬ 
biotics  for  spinal  meningitis  —  a  potentially  life- 
threatening  infection  of  the  skin  and  fluid  that  sur¬ 
rounds  her  spinal  cord  and  brain. 

Dwan  said  doctors  hope  the  condition  can  be 
cleared  up  within  a  week.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  President  Reagan, 
under  mounting  attack  from  Democrats,  com¬ 
plained  Thursday  of  “distorted"  suggestions  that 
he  blamed  the  bombing  of  the  U.S.  Embassy  in 
Beirut  on  intelligence  shortcomings  caused  by  the 
Carter  administration. 

Anil  White  House  spokesman  Larry  Speakes 
said  Reagan  did  not  believe  there  had  been  an  in¬ 
telligence  lapse  in  Lebanon  and  retained  confidence 
in  the  CIA  after  the  third  such  attack  on  a  U.S. 
installation  in  17  months. 

The  comments  came  as  the  White  House  tried  to 
contain  a  controversy  touched  off  by  the  explosion 
and  marked  by  an  exchangeof  charges  and  counter¬ 
charges  in  the  heat  of  the  presidential  campaign. 

The  sudden  debate  over  the  adequacy  of  U.S. 
intelligence  capabilities  in  Lebanon  sprung  from 
Reagan's  remark  Wednesday  that  "the  near  des¬ 
truction  of  our  intelligence  capability  in  recent 
years  before  we  came  here"  had  left  the  United 
States  vulnerable  to  acts  of  terrorism. 

While  at  least  one  aide  confirmed  the  president 
was  pointing  a  finger  at  the  Carter  administration, 
which  shifted  emphasis  from  cloak-and-dagger 
spies  to  technical  means  of  intelligence  gathering, 
Speakes  said  that  was  not  Reagan’s  specific  intent. 

Reagan  complained  to  reporters  "about  the  way 


you  distorted  my  remarks  about  the  CIA.”  Speakes 
said  the  complaint  was  with  “representations  in  the 
media  that  the  president  was  putting  blame  entire¬ 
ly  on  the  Carter  administration." 

Instead,  he  said.  Reagan  was  alluding  to  "a  de¬ 
cade-long  trend"  of  pressure  on  the  ClA  to  turn 
away  from  traditional  means  of  spying.  But 
Speakes  went  on  to  acknowledge  that  the  biggest 
shift  that  "weakened"  this  facet  of  the  CIA  —  the 
firing  of  hundredsof  agents  —  took  place  during  the 
Carter  presidency. 

In  a  written  statement.  House  Speaker  Thomas 
O'Neill  challenged  Reagan  to  stop  “trying  to  pass 
the  buck  and  instead  realize  that  the  buck  stops 
with  vou,  Mr.  President.” 

Reagan  was  briefed  on  an  administration  inouiry 
into  the  bombing  Thursday  by  Robert  Oakley,  head 
of  the  State  Department's  office  to  combat  terror¬ 
ism.  Speakes  said  Oakley  told  Reagan  “the  princip¬ 
al  weakness  that  he  observed  derived  from  the  fact 
that  the  terrorists  struck  lefore  work  had  been 
completed  on  all  security  measures”  for  the 
embassy. 

However.  Speakes  said,  Oakley  also  noted  "that 
the  judgment  had  been  made  that  the  move  to  the 
embassy  in  East  Beirut  was,  on  balance,  safer  than 
keeping  the  staff  in  West  Beirut.”

Utley,  who  has  been  in  the  book  business  for  20 
vears  said.  “Bookstores  that  have  come  in  the  area 
in  the  past  have  found  the  textbook  business  not 
profitable  and  they  usually  go  out  of  business  with¬ 
in  one  year.” 


A  local  bookstore  owner.  Vem  Coleman  said. 
"One  of  the  problems  we  have  as  a  book  dealer  is 
that  we  do  not  know  what  books  are  going  to  be 
used  during  the  current  semester.” 

Coleman  said  if  he  knew  which  books  would  be 
used  during  the  year,  he  would  be  able  to  compete  . 
with  the  BYU  Bookstore. 

However,  according  to  Utley,  the  university 
pays  a  great  deal  of  money  for  the  procurement  of 
the  information  on  what  texts  will  be  used  during 
the  year  and  said  he  did  not  know  if  the  other 
bookstores  could  get  the  same  information.  “If  they 
could  obtain  the  information,  cost  would  be  a  great 
factor."  he  said. 

Another  book  dealer  and  a  graduate  of  BYU. 
Richard  Horsley,  said,  "BYU  has  a  monopoly  on 
the  textbook  market,  but  if  there  is  anyone  who 
competes  with  the  BYU  Bookstore  it  would  be 
myself.  I  have  400-500  textbooks  in  stock  right 
now.” 

Coleman  said  it  is  nut  worth  it  to  him  to  make  the 
investment  into  handling  a  lot  of  textbooks  because 
if  he  does  not  sell  them  they  will  just  sit  on  the  shelf. 

Coleman  said.  “BYU's  prices  on  textbooks  are 
outrageous,  anil  I  am  really  appalled  at  what  they 
charge." 

Bennion  said.  “I  have  been  to  other  college  towns 
and  have  found  numerous  bookstores.  BYU  could 
stand  the  pressure  of  competitfon  all  the  rest  of  the  ' 
world  has.” 

Utley  said.  "Whatever  any  of  the  other  book¬ 
stores  want  to  carry  they  can.  It  gives  students  a 
chance  to  compare  prices  with  BYU’s."

Utah  State  Prison  because  of  recent 
escapes,  said  Jeff  Galley,  deputy  war¬ 
den  of  mi:  ‘muia,  medium  and  max¬ 
imum  security. 

A  $300,000  emergency  security 
program  initiated  in  August  by  Gov. 
Scott  Matheson  is  being  used  to  rec¬ 
tify  secu;  ity  problems. 

Concern  for  security  increased  af¬ 
ter  three  inmates  escaped  in  August 
by  walking  out  of  the  prison  dressed 
as  civilians.  The  breakout  followed 
another  escape  in  July.  Twoescapees 
are  still  at  large. 

The  bulk  of  the  security  program's 

money  will  be  spent  on  a  control  room 
in  the  minimum  security  area  to  in¬ 
crease  surveillance,  said  Galley.  The 
control  point  will  be  mainly  for  civi¬ 
lian  traffic,  said  Lynn  Jorgensen,

Identification  must  be  shown  again 
before  entering  any  buildings  ana  car 
trunks  are  checked  before  exiting.

BRIGHAM  CITY,  Utah  (UPI)  — The  State  Di- 
vision  of  Water  Resources  says  it  intends  to  select 
three  or  four  of  six  proposed  dam  sites  on  Bear 
River. 

But  officials  said  the  exact  sites  won’t  be  picked 
until  it  is  determined  how  the  nearby  communities 
in  Box  Eider  and  Cache  counties  will  be  impacted. 
The  division  has  already  drilled  holes  at  the  sites  to 
determine  which  are  the  best  for  reservoir  develop¬ 
ment. 

Paul  Summers,  thedivision's  assistancodirector, 
said  officials  will  spend  all  of  1985  in  a  public  in¬ 
volvement  plan  to  allow  citizens  the  opportunity  to 
ask  questions  and  give  opinions  about  the  proposed 
dam  sites  near  Washakie.  Honeyville  anil  Lamp  in 
Box  Elder  County:  and  Amalga.  Millcreck  and 
Avon  in  Cache  Couiify. 

Priority  use  for  the  water  in  the  dams  would  be 
given  to  the  Bear  River  region.  Summers  said. 

The  surplus  water — ami  there  is  usually  surplus 
water  in  the  Bear  River  drainage  area  during  nor¬ 
mal  years  —  would  be  carried  through  various 
channels  to  the  drier  southern  regions  of  the  state, 
he  said. 

However,  the  whole  project  would  involve  only 
about  300,000  acre  feet  of  water,  which  Summers 
said  would  lower  the  level  of  Great  Salt  Lake  only  3 
to  4  inches. 

"Development  of  the  Bear  River  is  not  the 
answer  to  the  Great  Salt  Lake,"  said  Summers.

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Soccer  team  battles  to  0-0  tie

An  intense  game  between  BYU's 
women's  soccer  team  and  Allemania 
ended  in  a  0-0  tie  Thursday  night  at 
Haws  Field.  This  was  the  second 
match  this  week  between  the  two 
teams.  Monday  the  Cougars  defeated 
Allemania  1-0  when  BYU’s  Calene 
Lasson  made  a  goal  in  the  final  20 
seconds  of  the  game. 

BYU  Coach  Steve  Asay  said 
Thursday’s  game  was  a  grudge  match 
for  Allemania.  "For  them  it  was  a  vic¬ 
tory."  Asay  said.  ‘‘We'll  take  the  tie. 

It's  one  of  our  best  games  this 

season." 

The  Cougars  now  have  a  3-1-2  re¬ 
cord.  Their  first  two  games  were 
against  teams  from  Salt  Lake  City: 

the  Pepsi  Express,  and  Pan  World. 

BYU  beat  Pepsi  Express  134),  and 
tied  Pan  World  1-1. 

On  September  21  and  22  the 
Cougars  travelled  to  Colorado  and 
played  Colorado  University  and  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Northern  Colorado.  They 
beat  Colorado  University  2-0,  but  lost 
to  University  of  Northern  Colorado 
0-3.  The  loss  to  University  of  North¬ 
ern  Colorado  ended  a  15-game  win¬ 
ning  streak  for  the  Cougars. 

Asay  said  the  team  was  dis¬ 
appointed  by  the  loss  to  UNC.  but  it 
helped  them  realize  they  had  things  to 
learn.  “You  always  hate  to  lose,  but 
the  girls  came  home  saying  they  were 
ready  to  work." 

Asay  felt  the  loss  to  UNC  was  the 


result  of  many  factors.  One  of  the 
main  ones  was  the  heat.  “We  played 
on  astroturf,  which  multiplied  the  i 
temperature. "  The  team  was  also  fati¬ 
gued  from  the  long  distance  they  had 
to  travel.  But  most  importantly,  Asay 
said  UNC  outplayed  BYU. 

“They  played  better  than  we  did. 

They  have  a  really  good  program.” 

Allemania  and  BYU  were  both 
aggressive  teams  in  Thursday's 
match.  The  score  doesn’t  tell  the 
whole  story  ofthe  game.  The  Cougars 
made  32  attempts  at  the  goal.  Most  of 
the  time  they  were  accurate,  but  the 
goalkeeper  didn't  allow  any  scores. 

Asay  commented  on  Calene  Las¬ 
sen's  performance  Thursday.  "She's 
learning  a  new  position,  and  I’m 
pleased  with  how  well  she  is  doing." 

The  Cougars  travel  north  Saturday 
to  play  Park  City.  "I  haven't  seen 
them  play,  but  I  expect  they  will  be 

good.  1  also  expect  we  will  win,"  Asay 
said. 

This  season  the  Cougars  will  com¬ 
pete  in  the  National  Amateur 
Women's  Cup  tournament.  They  are 
looking  to  expand  their  team  national¬ 
ly.  “1  feel  really  comfortable  about  the 
team,”  Asay  said. 

“Right  now  the  girls  are  getting  ac¬ 
quainted  with  each  other.  1  feel  we 
have  a  better  team  this  year  than  last 
year,  but  it  will  take  a  while  for  the 
girls  to  get  acquainted  with  each 
other,"  Asay  said.

Imuries  are  a  concern  for  BYU  soccer 
coach  Jim  Dusara  as  he  prepares  his  team 
for  two  home  games  this  weekend. 

The  Cougars  will  entertain  Utah  State 
today  at  7  p.m.  and  Weber  State  on  Satur¬ 
day  at  4  p.m.  Both  games  are  at  Haws 
Field. 

BYU  will  go  into  tonight's  jpme  missing 
several  key  plavers.  Forward  Obi  Eze  has 
hamstring  problems,  but  he  should  see 
brief  action  against  Weber  State. 

Co-captain  Kevin  Schindler  and 

Richard  Penrod  arc  down  with  knee  in: 
juries  and  will  not  suit  up  for  this 
weekend's  action.  Pat  Moore  has  a  shin 
iqjury,  but  he  should  be  able  to  play  for 


brief  periods. 

“We  have  two  tough  and  physical  games 
this  weekend,"  Dusara  said.  “The  bad  part 
is,  now  we  won't  have  a  very  strong 
bench." 

Dusara*  said  the  Aggies  will  be  up  for 
tonight’s  contest. 

“It  is  a  big  rivalry,"  he  said.  “USU  al¬ 
ways  wants  to  beat  BYU.” 

BYU  will  sorely  miss  the  services  of 
Eze,  who  has  been  one  of  the  most  creative 
Cougars  offensively.  Jose  Solana  and 
Moore  will  try  to  fill  the  hole  created  by 
Eze's  absence. 

Solana  has  been  playing  well  of  late  — 
against  Westminster  he  scored  three 
goals,  Dusara  said.  However,  with  Solana 
starting,  the  BYU  bench  is  severely  de¬ 
pleted. 


A  key  to  the  Cougar  attack  will  be  the 
play  of  midfielder  Joseph  Ngassa.  he  said. 

“We  need  to  have  tight  marking  and 
provide  good  support.

S.  Bryce  Chamberlain  to  many  interna¬ 
tional  students  at  BYU  is  a  person  to  go  to 
when  they  need  help  with  a  problem.  But 
to  many  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  he  brings  his¬ 
tory  to  life. 

Chamberlain  started  his  portrayal  of 

the  Mormon  prophet  at  the  Glendale  Cen¬ 
ter  Theater  inGlendale,  Calif,  at  aSunday 
fireside  series  on  the  restoration  of  the 
gospel. 

It  was  at  this  time  he  fell  in  love  with  the 
character  and  he  began  researching  his 
life,  “never  dreaming  what  it  would  con¬ 
sist  of,"  said  Chamberlain. 

He  came  to  school  at  BYU  in  1969  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Indian  Education  prog¬ 
ram.  His  research  into  the  prophet  s  life 
sat  on  the  shelf  for  several  years  while  he 
worked  on  his  bachelor's  and  master’s  de¬ 
grees. 

He  lectured  with  the  Education  Week 
series  in  1974  and  formed  a  three-part 
series  on  the  life  of  Joseph  Smith. 

To  introduce  the  subject,  Chamberlain 
opened  his  talk  as  Bryce  Chamberlain  and 
while  putting  on  makeup  and  costumes 
assumed  the  physical  features  of  the 
prophet. 

Turning  his  back  to  the  audience,  he 
slipped  into  a  jacket  similar  to  one  worn  by 
the  prophet  and  turned  to  the  audience  as 
Joseph  Smith. 


Bryce  Chamberlain  of  BYU’s  Interna¬ 
tional  Office  portrays  Joseph  Smith  in 
a  one-man  show  he  has  created. 

The  same  introduction  is  used  in  his  pro¬ 
duction  today.  What  follows  is  a  presenta¬ 
tion  of  Joseph.  According  to  Chamberlain, 
“It  is  an  expression  from  his  perception  of 
the  events  in  his  life  and  his  tremendous 
love  for  Emma  and  the  children.” 

The  portrayal  came  together  when  the 
Joseph  Smith.  Sr.  family  contacted  Cham¬ 
berlain  after  hearing  of  the  lecture  series 
they  asked  him  if  he  would  portray  the 
prophet  at  their  family  reunion  in  Kirt- 


His  fame  spread  and  he  was  asked  to 
give  performances  in  eight  countries  all 
over  the  world. 

He  went  to  England  to  give  perform¬ 
ances  while  his  son  was  in  the  England 
Manchester  Mission.  Chamberlain's  son 
received  permission  from  his  mission  pres¬ 
ident  to  travel  as  his  father's  companion 
during  the  shows. 

He  later  found  out  that  through  his  per¬ 
formances  a  family  that  had  been  investi¬ 
gating  the  church  had  requested  baptism. 

His  family  has  since  become  involved  in 
the  production  of  Chamberlain's  one-man 
play.  The  family  runs  the  lights,  sells  the 
tapes  and  does  everything  that  must  be 
done  to  run  the  show. 

They  have  traveled  every  summer 
together  since  1977,  except  this  past  year. 
One  summer  they  traveled  15,000  miles, 
often  driving  most  of  the  day.  Arriving  at 
their  destination,  they  would  set  up  for  the 
evening’s  performance  and  run  the  show. 
Afterward,  they'd  be  back  on  the  road  for 
two  or  three  more  hours  until  they  would 
pull  off  to  rest  for  a  few  hours  before  con¬ 
tinuing  the  trip. 

Once  they  had  to  drive  1, 100  miles  in  1  Vi 
days  to  get  to  the  next  show. 

Chamberlain  has  performed  in  the 
Nauvoo  Social  Hall,  Liberty  Jail  in  Liber¬ 
ty,  Mo.,  and  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Newell  K.  Whitney  Store  in  Kirtland, 
Ohio. 

For  the  next  two  weeks,  Chamberlain 
will  be  portraying  Joseph  Smith  at  the 
Alhambra  Theater  in  Pleasant  Grove.

Analyze  habits,  goals,  set  priorities 


Analyzing  one's  habits,  setting 
goals  and  evaluating  priorities  are  the 
key  factors  to  efficiently  using  time,  a 
BYU  class  on  time  management 
teaches. 

The  Mini-Skills  classes  are  being 
offered  by  General  Studies  through¬ 
out  the  week  on  campus.  The  classes 
teach  two  methods  to  help  a  person 
manage  his  time  better  —  one  is  to  do 
a  job  faster  than  usual  and  the  other  is 
to  use  time  more  efficiently. 

"Students  should  estimate  how- 
much  time  they  spend  during  a  given 
week  studying,  eating,  working,  ful¬ 
filling  church  callings,  sleeping, 
socializing,  etc. ,"  said  Tamy  Glasgow, 
instructor  of  a  class  taught  Thursday. 

“After  adding  up  the  total  hours 
and  realizing  there  are  168  hours  in  a 
week,  students  usually  find  they  are 
trying  to  pack  in  too  much  —  or  that 
they  are  wasting  the  time  they  do 
have,"  Glasgow  said. 

To  use  time  efficiently,  students 
should  set  goals.  Goals  can  be  for 
academic,  financial,  physical,  spir¬ 
itual,  or  social  success.  They  can  be 
immediate,  short-term  or  long-range. 

Students  should  then  decide  what 
they  spend  the  most  time  doing  and 
ask  themselves  if  this  coincides  with 
the  time  that  should  be  spent  on  their 
goals,  she  said. 

“Where  we  spend  our  time  is  where 

wc  spend  our  life,"  she  said.  "If  we 

spend  time,  yet  not  on  the  goals  we 
have  set,  then  we  need  to  either 


change  our  goals  or  change  how  we 
spend  our  time." 

One  way  to  start  making  each  hour 
count  is  to  plan  each  day.  Make  a  sche¬ 
dule  of  what  has  to  be  accomplished 
and  schedule  the  time  to  accomplish 
it.  Glasgow  said,  "Keeping  to  their 
schedule  is  one  of  the  main  problems 
students  encounter.  This  is  because 
often  they  do  not  schedule  time  realis¬ 
tically.” 

Plan  time  to  socialize;  run  into 
friends  in  the  Cougareat,  library,  or 
on  the  way  to  class,  but  don't  be  afraid 
to  say,  “Well,  I’ve  got  to  go  study.” 
she  said. 

As  students  plan  each  day  they 
should  prioritize  the  items  that  are  on 
their  list  of  things  to  do.  Label  items 
that  must  be  done  immediately  as  A 
items.  Students  should  try  to  finish  ail 
A  items  during  the  day.  Label  activi¬ 
ties  that  should  be  done  as  B  items. 
Activities  that  are  just  for  fun  or 
would  be  nice  to  get  done  are  then 
marked  C  items. 

As  the  day  continues,  priorities 
may  change  and  schedules  revised  to 
complete  the  new  A  items.  Glasgow- 
said.  Two  things  to  remember  are  to 
take  on  big  assignments  one  step  at  a 
time,  and  it  is  easier  to  keep  up  than 
to  catch  up.  Students  should  also  take 
time  daily  to  do  something  they  want 
to  do — something  j  ust  for  pleasure  or 
recreation. 

There  is  no  recipe  for  time.  Each 

person  is  different  and  life  never  real¬ 
ly  goes  the  way  that  it's  planned,

help  nil  the  needs  of  women  from 
other  countries  whose  husbands  are 
busy  with  school,  said  Judy  Adol- 
phson,  program  director. 

Participants  meet  once  a  week  to 

develop  conversational  skills  and  to 
get  to  know  at  least  one  permanent 
member  of  the  community-,  -  Ado)-*" 
phson  said. 

The  women  take  their  children  to 
the  meetings  and  usually  stay  for  ab¬ 
out  two  hours.  “It’s  fun  to  talk.  You 
get  going,"  Adolphson  said. 

Adolphson  began  the  program 
three  years  ago.  “I’ve  just  kind  of 
done  this  on  my  own.  i  started  be¬ 
cause  I  felt  there  was  a  need  for  it." 

Wives  of  foreign  students  face 
several  problems.  Often  they  find  the 
community  overwhelming,  Adol¬ 
phson  said.  Their  husbands  tend  to  be 
conscientious  students  who  study  ail 
the  time  because  they  want  to  excel. 

She  said  many  of  the  families  have 


little  money  because  they  are  headed 
by  students.  Many  of  them  do  not 
readily  hire  babysitters  and  the  wife 
spends  most  of  her  time  at  home. 

Not  all  of  the  foreign  students  and 
their  families  are  LDS,  so  they  cannot 
rely  on  their  wards  for  social  interac¬ 
tion. 

Even  visits  to  the  doctor  when  a 
child  is  sick  can  be  bewildering.  Adol¬ 
phson  said  the  American  medical  sys¬ 
tem  is  expensive  and  it  can  be  con¬ 
fusing. 

These  problems  can  cause  these 

wives  to  become  depressed.  Adol- 

phson's  motivation  to  begin  with  the 
program  came  from  trying  to  put  her¬ 
self  ht-theiplacq  o{,a,Awman  whose, , 
husband  was  a  graduate  studehtjn 
another  country.  “Just  imagine  how 
you’d  feel,"  she  said. 

Adolphson  feels  that  she  has  de¬ 
finitely  benefited  from  her  participa¬ 
tion  in  the  program. 

“There  are  wonderful  interesting 
women  out  there  and  I've  made  last¬ 
ing  friendships."  she  said.  'They  get 
to  feel  comfortable  with  me  and  they 
call  me." 

The  majority  of  participants  arc 
Asian,  but  many  of  the  women  are  of 
other  nationalities.

Counseling,  therapy  and  other  services  arc 
offered  to  students  and  members  of  the  Utah  Val¬ 
ley  community  through  BYU’a  Comprehensive 
Clinic. 

Graduate  students  from  university  clinical  train¬ 
ing  programs  work  at  the  clinic  to  receiving  practic¬ 
al  experience  in  their  fields. 

“As  a  university  organization,  the  Comprehen¬ 
sive  Clinic  is  one  of  the  few  attempts  a  university 
has  made  to  have  an  interdisciplinary  research, 
training  and  services  center,"  said  Dr.  Richard 
Bednar,  a  professor  of  psychology  and  director  of 
the  clinic. 

Services  are  offered  in  social  work,  marriage  and 
family  therapy,  clinical  psychology,  communicative 
disorders  and  public  health  and  nursing.  The  clinic 
offers  programs  on  problems  such  as  spouse  abuse, 
incest  and  depression. 

The  clinic  is  also  the  local  office  and  research 
center  for  LDS  Social  Services. 

Student  therapists  are  carefully  supervised  by 
the  faculty  and  clinical  staff.  Services  at  the  clinic 
are  aisu  supplemented  by  three  faculty  members 
who  work  at  the  clinic. 

Fees  range  from  nothing  to  professional  fees. 
Some  of  the  factors  in  determining  the  fees  charged 
are  the  patient's  family  size,  income,  university 
affiliation  and  equipment  used.

Mondale  admits  image 
on  TV  hurts  campaign 


WASHINGTON  (UP1)  —  In  a  revealing  inter¬ 
view,  Walter  Mondale  said  he  is  lonely  in  a  crowd, 
unable  to  project  a  good  television  image  and  wary 
of  news  accounts  of  nis  performance,  which  he  char¬ 
acterized  as  “what's  this  bum  done  today." 

The  Democratic  presidential  nominee,  running 
far  behind  President  Reagan  in  polls  and  criticized 
in  his  own  party  as  a  man  who  lacks  a  leadership 
image,  said  he  is  aware  of  the  problem  but  has 
gotten  used  to  the  ridicule. 

“It  used  tohurt  bad  but  now  it  doesn't,"  he  said  in 
an  interview  published  in  Thursday's  Washington 
_Post. 

“I  know  what  people  are  saying;  I  read  and  listen. 
I’ve  seen  the  polls  ...  I  don't  take  any  of  this 
lightly,"  Mondale  told  Meg  Greenfield,  the  Post 
editorial  page  editor,  who  asked  him  to  discuss  the 
so-called  “Mondaie"  issue  of  the  campaign. 

“I  realize  the  problem.  But  I  don't  know  what  to 
do  other  than  say  what  I  think  and  be  who  I  am  and 
try  to  communicate  as  clearly  and  as  directly  as  I 
can,"  he  said. 

Despite  these  problems,  Mondale  said  he  thinks 
his  campaign  “is  starting  to  bubble,"  and  that  vo¬ 
ters  will  notice  he  is  offering  specific  solutions  to 
the  pressing  problems  of  the  day  while  Reagan  is 


He  predicted  he  will  do  well  in  his  two  nationally 
televised  debates  with  Reagan  next  month  be¬ 
cause,  “I’ve  done  a  lot  of  debates.  I've  got  confi¬ 
dence  in  my  ability  to  deal  with  issues,  and  1  don't 
think  that’s  what's  hurting  me.” 

“Running  for  president’s  land  of  Hinny  in  the 
sense  that  you're  always  with  crowds  and  you're 
always  alone  at  the  same  time,"  he  said.  “I  mean, 
you  don't  have  time  for  friends;  you  don't  have  time 
to  relax:  you  don’t  have  time  to  think  when  you 
need  to;  you're  always  in  some  hotel  room  or  some 
crowd;  you  never  get  into  conversations  with 
people. 

“And  then  you  read  about  yourself.  Every  morn¬ 
ing  I  almost  hate  to  pick  the  paper  up — what's  thus 
bum  done  today?" 

He  said  he  used  to  tell  the  late  Hubert  Humphrey 
he  was  “too  hot”  for  television,  adding,  “It's  so 
much  easier  to  give  advice  than  to  take  it," 

Now,  he  said,  "I  see  some  of  that  in  myself .  .  . 
sometimes  I  come  across  too  hot.  I've  got  a  high- 
pitched  voice  ...  I'm  not  good  with  a  script.  I've 
tried  to  be.  But  I  can’t  be.  And  when  I  lose  eye 
contact,  when  I’m  working  off  text,  I  hate  it.  i  feel 
like  I'm  a  slave.  I  think  it  shows."

DALLAS  (UPI)  —  England  has  sold 
such  symbols  as  the  original  London 
Bridge  and  the  Queen  Mary  to  Americans 
in  recent  years,  so  the  purchase  of  a  687- 
year-old  copy  of  the  Magna  Carta  by  a 
Texas  billionaire  caused  nary  a  stiff  upper 
lip  to  quiVer. 

"Typical,"  huffed  one  Londoner 
Wednesday  when  told  that  H.  Ross  Perot 
of  Dallas  had  acquired  the  only  privately 
owned  copy  of  the  Magna  Carta,  the  docu¬ 
ment  that  is  the  basis  for  Anglo-American 
democracy. 

Perot,  founder  of  the  Electronic  Data 
Systems  computer  firm  that  he  recently 
sold  to  General  Motors  for  $2.5  billion, 
paid  $1.5  million  for  the  document. 

The  Magna  Carta  was  purchased  from 


the  Brudencll  family,  whose  ancestors 
obtained  it  when  it  was  issued  in  1297  by 
King  Edward  1  as  confirmation  of  the  ori¬ 
ginal  document  sealed  by  King  John  at 
Runnymede  in  1215. 

It  will  be  displayed  at  the  rotunda  of  the 
National  Archives  in  Washington  along¬ 
side  the  U.S.  Constitution,  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Independence  and  the  Bill  of 
Rights.  Perot  also  plans  to  take  it  on  a 
nationwide  tour  at  some  point. 

Only  17  copies  of  the  Magna  Carta  are 
known  to  exist.  One  of  them  Ls  owned  by 
the  Australian  government  and  the  others 
by  the  British  government. 

Asked  if  Britons  would  be  concerned 
about  the  sale,  a  London  art  world-source 

said:  “Most  of  them  won't  even  realize  it's 


Museum  or  the  British  Library  or  some¬ 
where.  If  there  are  17  copies,  who  cares?" 

Perot,  recently  named  by  Forbes  maga¬ 
zine  as  the  fourth  wealthiest  individual  in 
the  United  States  with  a  minimum  net 
worth  of  $1.4  billion,  said  he  had  been 
trying  to  obtain  the  copy  for  two  years. 

“We’re  hopeful  that  in  making  this  pub¬ 
lic  now  that  the  British  people  will  have  a 
positive  reaction  to  having  one  in  the 
U.S.."  Perot  said. 

“It's  written  in  longhand  in  Latin  on  the 
skin  of  an  animal.  The  ink  was  a  vegetable 
dye  ink.  I'm  looking  forward  to  placing  it 
next  to  the  Declaration  and  Constitution 
because  it  is  so  much  clearer  (to  read)  than 
documents  that  arc  one-third  its  age.
